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That physical efficiency can be increased by 
2. artificial altering of the proportion of acids 
t» bases of basic salts in the human body has 
been the conclusion reached by Professor 
Dennig, of Berlin University, after experi- 
ments made in his clinic. 

The food taken into the human body 
causes the formation of a certain quantity of 
acids and of their opposites—bases or basic 
gaits. 
called acids and pases in the system depend 
many of the reactions, which go to make up 
the pathological changes which. aie con 
tinually going on in the body. A normally 
healthy body always strives to keep the two 
elements evenly balanced, so that neither ap- 
pears in undue quantity, It is known to 
physiological science that in the case of over- 
worked and, therefore overtired, muscles 
there is a superabundance of lactic acid, and 
the term ““super-acidity ” is often heard in 
this connection, 

Professor Dennig, writing in Yorschungen 
und F#ortschritte, states that persons whose 
diet consists largely of acid-forming foods, 
such as meat, are much more easily fatigued 
than those whose diet. contains a larger pro- 
«tion of ‘ bases,” or non-acid forming 
leeds: In his experiments, therefore, he 
tried a diet of *‘ bases” on the patients, with 
the result that instead of a condition of 
super-acidity, their bodies tended to show a 
surplus of alkaline reactions, or so-called 
“ alkulosis.” 

Tests were made with persons seated on a 
stationary bicycle, the pedals of which were 
attached to a manner segs. In reading off 
this gauge it was apparent that persons whose 
diet contained less acids and more bases had 
much greater physical endurance. 

How is one to go about getting rid of the 
superfiuous acid in his system, especially if 
he has been in training for some athletic con- 
test, and the final event is about to take place 
which will require every bit of physical 
strength that he possesses? ‘The answer 1s 
that he should avpid eating meat, bread 
and legumes—i.e., peas, beans, lentils, etc., 
with the exception of the soya beans, which 
Dr. Dennig holds to be highly — nutritive. 
Otherwise, the diet should consist largely of 
milk and green vegetables. 

The correctness of the conclusions arrived 

after these experiments are confirmed by 
the well-known fact that the average properly 
trained athlete, if regularly examined as to 
the proportion of acids and bases in his 
system will be found to have a preponder- 
ance of the latter. The tests reported, 
therefore, should be of considerable practical 
value to the athlete. 
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SUCCESSFUL OPERATIONS 
ON THE BLIND 


Professor Filatov, of Odessa, has performed 
300 operations in the transplanting of cornea 
taken from the eyes of dead persons to the 
eyes oí the living, restoring sight to many 
sufferers from leucoma. Though operations 
oí grafting cornea taken from ‘iving persons 
had been periormed before, Professor Filatov 
is stated to be the first to graft cornea taken 
irom a corpse. ; a) 

Making an. incision about four millimetres 
in diameter, he inserts a piece of transparent 
cornea taken from a corpse. ‘The latter has 
been found to grow into the living eye even 
if preserved for several days before the opera- 
tron. 

Professor Filatov has established that the 
cornea from the dead ‘* takes* more easily 
than cornea from a living person. He ex- 


plains this curious fact by the, resistance of 


the living tissue to the new medium, the new 
blood, the cells of the strange organism, In 
the case of cornea taken from the dead, the 
tissue has lost its individuality, and biological 
incompatibility with strange . Professor 
Filatov nas also established that the puck? 
round the grafted piece of cornea gradually 
clears away. i 

The vitalising force of this cornea has 
proved tremendous. The par ye of the 
cornea becomes restored as sá of 
metabolism and decomposition ween the 
living and the dead tissues stimulate met 
activity of all the cells.

Jupiter rises in the late evening, will be in 
opposition on the 15th, and will therefore be 
on the meridian at local wom cg He makes 
his closest approach to the Earth-—385 million 
miles—on the 16th. The planet will be low 
down in the southern sky throughout the 
short nights. and his extreme southerly 
declination—22° 8.—will render him a some- 
what disappointing object for northern 
observers. However, notwithstanding this 
drawback, the ordinary surface features and 
satellite phenomena should be readily visible 
to the possessor of a small telescope. 

Saturn will be a morning star, rising near 
midnight on the Ist, and shortly after 10 p.m, 
on the 3lst. After a period at the beginning 
of this year, when the rings were almost com- 
pletely invisible,“the ring-plane has opened 
out, and this strange and beautiful appendage 
of the planet is once more visible in a small 
instrument. It will, however, be several 
years before the rings have opened wide 
enough to allow the Cassini’s division and the 
characteristic features of the ring-system to 
he clearly seen. 


Saturn's Satellites 


Meanwhile the chief source of interest to 
observers of the planet will be the satellite 
henomena, These are most frequent at times 
ike the present, when the plane of the rings 
is nearly coincident with the line of sight. 
The orbits of the six inner satellites lie so 
close to the ring-plane that when the latter 
is edgewise-on, or nearly so, many pretty and 
fascinating effects may be observed. Thus 
the brighter moons, Rhea, Dione and Tethys, 
are frequently seen in projection against the 
thin knife-edge of the ring, looking like small 
beads of light threaded upon a luminous wire, 
But of more importance are the transits of 
the satellites across the planet’s disc, and the 
eclipses which occur as the satellites pass into 
the planet’s shadow and their source of illu- 
mination is cut. off, In the case of the former, 
the shadows cast by the larger moons upon 
Saturn’s surface cayybe seen as they traverse 
the disc; while the chief. interest of the 
eclipse observations lies in determining. the 


completely immersed in the shadow. This 
depends naturally upon the speed of the 
satellite’s motion, and upon its size; and 
could this interval be determined with pre- 
cision, the diameter of the satellite would at 
once follow. Unfortunately, the observation 
is not an easy one, and the results are at best 
approximate; but for some of the satellites 


no other method of measurement is available. 


The transits and ‘eclipses are always elusive 
and fleeting occurrences, partly on account of 
the amazing speeds with which these little 
moons wheel round their primary, and partly 
by reason of their faintness, so that the 
observer is wise to consult an ephemeris 
which gives predictions of the times of these 
phenomena, such as that published in the 
yearly Handbook of the British Astronomical 
Association.

‘CLEANLINESS 


The next thing (and the first thing where 
there-is not too much bleeding) is cleanli- 
ness.

Very dirty cuts, such as 
happen to knees scraped on a gritty road 
or a tree-trunk, will need frequent bathing 
in warm water.

The most troublesome bites ‘and stings 
are those of bees, wasps, mosquitoes, 
midges and horse flies. e bee leaves its 
sting behind, and this should first be 
scraped out sideways with a penknife or 
long finger nail, care being taken not to 
squeeze the tiny soc, and so force more 
poison into the puncture. A midge should 
not be killed before it has finished its job, 
ás it usually sucks back some of its acid 
at the end. A weak solution of ammonia 
should be dabbed on all insect bites— 
except wasp stings—to neutralise the acid 
} and prevent inflammation or swelling. A 
wasp sting. being alkaline, should be 
dabbed with an acid such as vinegar. 
These applications, of course, reduce irrita- 
tion, and so prevent the further damage 
resulting from scratching or rubbing. 

Any child very susceptible to insect 
bites should be provided with some pro- 
tective solution, such as oil of lavender, 
citronella or rosemary. 

There is one pest from which one may 
suffer almost intolerable irritation—the 
orange-tawny, a minute spider that buries 
itself in the flesh and creates’ a hard, in- 
flamed, intensely irritating Tui till it 
dies. Ammonia gives some relief, but it 
is possible, though few know this, to pre- 
vent the trouble by smearing exposed 
parts lightly with turpentine. “Phose who 
have suffered from this insect will con- 
sider the penetrating odour of turpentine 
infinitely preferable to a Single orange-.

for making jam! Strawberries, the 
first of the soft fruits, are coming in 
plentifully. Fine quality berries, well 
ripened, fully flavoured, and at really 
sensible prices; and when the strawberry 
crop is good most of the other soft fruits 
are usually plentiful, too. A few: tips. 
therefore, about this new easy way—the 
short-boil method—of making jam would 
seem opportune. 

As every woman knows, only the briefest 
of cooking times is necessary to cook the 
soft fruits—that is one basis of the short- 
boil method. The short-boil cooks the 
fruit—why boil it longer? 

The process is very simple. After only 
a two minutes’ boil you just add to the 
jam what so many fruits lack—natural 
pectin. Tene 

An expert on jam-making, questioned 
as to the merits of so short a boiling time, 
said :— 

“ By adding Certo, which is just natura] 
fruic pectin in convenient bottled ‘form, 
you do away with a long wasteful boil.

TRAFFIC PROBLEMS 
- ee 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—Might 1 appeal through your columns 
to all moterists using the streets of Dublin— 
and, indeed, any of the roads and streets of 
this .country—to assist, so far as they are 
able, in minimising the congestion and delay 
which have now become such a_ serious 
problem? New restrictions and regulations 
embodied in the Dublin Traffic and Parking 
Places By-Laws are shortly to be put into 
force, in an effort to maintain a free flow of 
traffic through the streets, but motorists (and 
the drivers of all road vehicles) can do much 
to assist in this direction, without any trouble 
to themselves beyond the exercise of a little 
forethought. e 

All that is necessary is for them to place 
their vehicles in the correct line of traffic 
when approaching a street junction. If the 
driver intends to turn to the left he should 
keep well in to his own (left) side of the 
roadway. If he proposes to go straight ahead 
he should approach the wise: sufficiently 
far from the left side of the roadway to give 
& clear passage for vehicles about to turn to 
the left. If he wishes to turn off to the 
right. he should keep as near the centre line 
of the roadway as possible, and, oí course, 
indicate his intention in the usual manner. 
This procedure is ordinary practice in other 
countries, and is usually enforced by the traffic 
police. If. a car approaches in its “ wrong 
traffic stream, the driver is not permitted to 
turn out of that stream at the road junction. 

Neglect of this -very simple and reasonable 
plan is only too obvious in Dublin, and 
creates a great deal of quite unnecessary col- 
gestion, delav and irritation at all busy road 
crossings. ‘The outstanding example is Bro 
vided « College Green (where the problem 
is greatly accentuated by the trams) ; but the 
O'Connell street crossings, the Grafton street- 
Nassau street crossing, and the St. Stephen a 
Green end of Grafton street are the scenes 
of an almost continuous performance of “ how 
not to do it.” i 

A very noticeable and welcome improve- 
ment could be efíected immediately if all 
vehicle drivers (excepting tram drivers, who,

Bese CITY’S three constituencies contributed their share in 
the selection of the ninth Parliament in a quiet and orderly 


manner. 


Polling was conducted so quietly, in fact, that at a dis- 


tance of one hundred yards from any booth there was little indica- 
tion that an election was in progress. 


True, there was the almost continuous reminder of beflagged 


motor cars, and the roadways in 


the vicinity of the booths were 


littered with election literature ; but during the working day election 
activity was dulled by the ordinary business bustle, and it was not 
until evening that the man in: the street did his duty in large 


numbers. 


During the morning and early afternoon the presiding officers 
had their best customers in the women, who, taking things gener- 
ally, not only saw to it that they exercised their rights in that 
respect, but also exercised them intelligently, judging by the very 
occasional] inquiry made as to voting directions. 


Throughout the country it was the-quietest election day for 


many years. 


There was very little enthusiasm anywhere, and 


nowhere was there a rush to the polling booths. 


In.many places the number 


of voters who polled was much 


below the expectations of the political parties, and the poil gener- 


ally. was not a heavy one.

The two big parties claim to be satisfied with the support given 
them generally, and few surprises are predicted anywhere. 


In some of the Western areas polling was very light pwing to 
the large numbers of young people who had emigrated recently. 


TRANSPORT SERVICES IN DUBLIN

Transport played a greater part in this 
election, so far as the city areas, were 
concerned, than probably ever before, and 
In this respect the Government party 
seemed to be best organised, Taxi-cabs 
anu moter cars carrying the more 
apathetic and doubtful of the elderly 
people sped through the streets all day 
long, and more people were carried to 
the poll than in any previous election. 
The development in transport services dur- 
ing election time seems, in fact, to. be 
defeating its own ends bv creating a feel- 
ing of jealous independence and conse- 
quent apathy among the neighbours who 
are not provided with the facility of a 
pleasant ride to the booth—all the more 
pleasant to the voter who is throwing in 
his or her weight with the other side, 

Another feature was introduced by the 
Fianna Fail Party—a motor van fitted 
with amplifying apparatus and loud 
speakers, which were utilised to blare to 
the public at large the merits of the 
Government candidates, and instructions 
to voters in the different constituencies. 
Very little in the nature of transport pro- 
vision was apparent on behalf of the 
Labour Paii~, but they used a number of 
placarded drays to remind the working- 
man how all-important is the wage factor 
at election time.

Outside the polling stations there were 
the usual scenes—hubbies minding the 
baby while the wives lingeringly enjoyed 
the secrecy of the ballot, and big police- 
men fatherly shaking the prams and even 
putting in a little unrehearsed crooning 
to the astonishment of more than one 
future.Honest John. 

Polling was rather sluggish during the 
morning, but st was sufficiently steady 
to produce a 30 per cent. vote by early 
afternoon, which was taken as an indica- 
tion of a heavy poll in the city. There 
were. cases where people on their way to 
work queued up outside the station and 
were waiting there when the polling 
ofhcials arrived. :

A TWELVE feet high Republican 
TA. “memorial cross, in Milltown 
Cemetery, Belfast, was blown up 
yesterday. - Its destruction was not 
discovered until about 11 a.m., 
though the explosion apparently had 
taken place in the early morning. It 
is believed that gelignite was used. 

A three feet deep hole had been 
torn in the ground at the base, and 
the cross was in three pieces. The 
base of the monument was shifted 
several inches, though the heavier 
masonry was undamaged. 4 

A large metal shield, described as the 
McCartney Plaque, which rested in front 
of the memorial, was missing, and one or 
two artificial wreaths also had been 
removed. 

The memorial was put up: “ To the 
memory of those who died for the freedom 
of Ireland.’ 


EXECUTED IN DUBLIN 


Beneath it are buried Joseph McKelvey, 
who was executed in Mountjoy Gaol, 
Dublin, in 1922, and Sean MoCaiines, 
Commander of the I.R.A., who died in 
1921. 

The only other name on the pillar was 
that of William Harbinson, “ who gave 
his life for Ireland in the cause of 
—e in Belfast Gaol, 9th September, 

A hole, about four feet deep, was found 
underneath the base of the memorial, 
which was of Irish granite. Evidently 
charges of gelignite had been placed in 
the base of the memorial, and the four-foot 
Obelisk, weighing about 12 cwt., was 
hurled across the. grave by the force of 
the detonation, while the Celtic cross which 
surmounted it was blown off, and the rail- 
ings surrounding the memorial were torn 
from their sockets. 


WREATHS SMASHED 


The cemetery, for about 40 feet. was 
scattered with granite chips. ‘Three 
wreaths lay on the grave, and one of them 
was smashed, and a tin cross for flowers 
was found about 25 yards away by Head 
Constable Duffy, who, with District In 
spector Cullen, arrived after the discovery 
was made. 

It is believed that the explosion occurred 
about 1 a.m. A resident in St. James’s 
road, about a mile away, stated that he 
heard an explosion about that hour. 

The City Commissioner of Police, Mr. 
R. D. Harrison, visited the cemetery 
yesterday, and police were engaged making 
inquiries. 

The memorial and the ublican site 
has been the scene of (ommemoration 
Services on Easter Sundays, many of which 
had been banned by the Northern Ministry 
of Home Affairs. 

A memorial in the cemetery to the 
Catholics who died in the Great War was 
mot interfered with.

Cee that Britain and France 
had not observed non-interven- 
tion in Spain, but had openly helped 
the Spanish ‘‘ Reds,’’ were made 
to-day in an unsigned article in 
Signor  Mussolini’s newspaper, 
“ Popolo d’ltalia,’’ believed to have 
been written by the Duce himself. 
The writer adds that Italy will not 
withdraw her volunteers from Spain. 
** lt is time to say that the British non- 
intervention is a fable in which only fools 
can believe,” says the article. “ The 
truth is that volunteers, officers and 
soldiers have left Great Britain. Arms. 
aeroplanes and munitions have left Great 
Britain. Public subscriptions have been 
opened, and in truth they have not reached 
remarkably high totals, A violent pro- 
pagandist and apologetic activity in favour 
of the Bolshsvists of Valencia has taken 
place in the whole of Great Britain, with 
tho adhesion of members of Parliament 
and high religious and political 
personages. t 
“The evacuation of civilians—first at 
Balbao, now ‘at Santander—is now being 
done under the miodest fig-leaf of 
humanitarianism. It is a form of direct 
intervention of Great Britain in favour of 
the Spanish Reds, which lightens their 
technical difficulties and facilitates their 
military resistance. To deprive the British 
move for the withdrawal of volunteers ol 
all its value it is sufficient to point out 
that this withdrawal is loudly asked for 
by Valencia and Moscow. R 


THE CHARGE . 


“ We say that all that could be’ done 
on the French and British side to give 
victory to the Bolshevists of Valencia has 
been done.” 

“ We add that on the Italo-German side 
all that could be done to isolate the 
Spanish conflagration has been done. The 
last word—the decisive one—will be 
spoken by the guns, A new and great 
Spain is rising among the blood and the 
ruins. The Bolshevist attempt at invasion 
of the Mediterranean is crushed. The 
prophecy of Lenin is disproved. The event 
is of an exceptional importance for the 
anti-Bolshevist development of European 
civilisation.” : 

Tracing the history of non-intervention, 
the writer says that in August, 1936, Italy 
and Germany opposed a ban on all forms 
of intervention. Britain and France then 
said they had no means of stopping the 
dispatch of volunteers. Meanwhile, the 
Third International drew up a plan of 
action. Russia was to send skilled men 
and arms, while the countries bordering 
on Spain were to enrol anti-Fascists to 
constitute international brigades 


FRENCH VOLUNTEERS 


“It is calculated that in the second 
six months of 1936 no less than 50,000 
volunteers from all parts of Europe 
flocked to Spain—above all, from France. 

“I was only towards the end of 1936 
that the first Italian volunteers began to 
leave for Spain,” declares the writer. 
“In view of the Spanish and inter- 
national developments of the war which 
was being fought in Spain the Black 
Shirts could not remain any longer indif- 
ferent. Even if Franco had not had need 
of men it was necessary to give a proof 
of solidarity, and to come into the field 
against anti-Fascism. 

“It was the ‘ Reds’ who impressed on 
the civil war in Spain the character of 
a European war of doctrines. Not to ac- 
cept the challenge would have been 
suicide, At a certain point in February 
of this year the Non-Intervention Com- 
mittee in London, on the proposal of the 
French and British, who would not hear 
of it in August, proposed the ban on the 
departure of volunteers to Spain. From 
that moment Italy has scrupulously re- 
spected the agreement. If the British in- 
formation service is—as it was once con- 
sidered—a serious thing, it should have 
reported to London that Italian volunteers 
have not since landed either at Cadiz or 
Malaga, or elsewhere, 


ENROLMENT 


“On the other hand the ban on volun- 
teers has never been respected by France. 
Marseilles was, and still is, the central 
base of enrolment, while many other 
centres of enrolment are in Paris and other 
cities of France, and they operate 
absolutely undisturbed under the more 
than benevolent protectiveveye of the police 
of the Front Populaire. Now while the 
continual passage of volunteers from 
France to Spain has not been prevented 
there is a desire to recall those who are 
already there. 

“ H asked why, the English reply that 
the departure of the volunteers would 
shorten the war, because it is the foreign 
volunteers who prolong it. All this is 
desolating childishness and denotes in- 
superable historical ignorance.’’ 

“ As for the Italian volunteers they are 
not sent by the Government; the Govern- 
ment, therefore, has not the means to 
recall] them. From the day on which they 
landed in Spain and enrolled in the 
Spanish Nationalist forces they have de- 

nded on General Franco. Only the 

panish Generalissimo before cx after the 
victory can exonerate them from their im- 
perative obligations. ‘The Italian Govern- 
ment cannot do it, and, in the present 
circumstances, will not do it.”

OLLOWING the capture of 
Castro Urdiales, the next objec- 
tive of Colonel Vallino’s mobile 
column, which is working westwards 
along the coast towards Santander, 
is the port of Laredo, a town of 6,000 
inhabitants, fifteen miles . beyond 
‘astro Urdiales, says a Reuter 
Hendaye telegram. 

The 2,000ft. peak of Cerredo, com- 
manding villages on the coastal road, has 
been occupied and batteries installed on 
the heights. It lies a couple of miles 
west of Castro Urdiales. 

The advance has now reached Cortego, 
seven miles from Laredo. 

The insurgent cruisers Canarias and 
Baleares have been shelling the coast 
between Laredo and Santona, an inm- 
portant port a few miles beyond Laredo. 


BASQUES SURRENDER 


Salamanca yesterday officially announced 
that 1,000 Basque militia laid down their 
arms in the last 24 hours between Mon- 
tellano and Las Corrales, on the 
Valmesada-Castro Urdiales road. 

Persons who have reached Hendaye 
from Bilbao state that at Las Arenas 
during the 48 hours preceding the 
fall of Bilbao 323 hostages and other 
civilians were murdered by retreating 
Anarchist troops. 

Among the dead were a number of pro- 
minent Basque Nationalists who were try- 
ing to save the lives of the 113 hostages 
in’ the Prison of Gandarias, at Las 
Arenas, 

The British steamer Gwenhills (1,000 
tons), of Newport, arrived at St. Jean de 
Luz yesterday. She was bound for Castro 
Urdiales in ballast to pick up a cargo of 
iron ore, but was warned by H)M.S. 
Boreas that that port was now in in- 
suigent hands. . 


* STEAMER TURNED BACK 


According to a member of the crew who 
came ashore this afternoon a shot was 
subsequently fired across her bows by an 
armed trawler, and she accordingly 
decided to make for St. Jean de Luz. 

Neither the Basque 
Bayonne nor the Spanish Consul there 
has received any news direct from San- 
tander for the last 48 hours. 

The Valencia Government has published 
a decree by which all ships registered at 
Bilbao, and at present in ports under 
Government control, are to be seized. 


INSURGENT AIR RAID 


A Reuter Valencia telegram says: The 
Government-held town of Don Benito 
({Estremadura), which lies on the main 
‘*Carratera de Portugal’’—the road 
through Badajoz-—-was partially destroyed 
by an insurgent air raid. 

The casualties, though not yet definitely 
known, are understood to have been heavy, 
and much material damage was done. 

Twelve Government aeroplanes bombed 
Sefille yesterday morning, according to 
reports received in Paris from Salamanca. 
There was a number of civilian victims, 
says Reuter. 


THE REFUGEES 


Mr. Attlee asked the Under-Secretary 
for Foreign Affairs, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, if he had any further 
statement to make regarding the evacua- 
tion of refugees from Spain. | 

Viscount Cranborne replied that the 
Wrench Ambassador informed the Foreign 
Secretary that morning that, in view of 
the urgency of the matter, the French 
Government were prepared to allow the 
Habana to convey women and children and 
refugees, of noti-military age from San- 
tander to Bordeaux, provided it was 
clearly established that these refugees 
were proceeding in transit through France 
to other parts of Spain. He understood 
that the French Government would require 
detailed lists of these refugees to be pro- 
vided; or, failing this, the authorities of 
Santander would provide a statement of 
the mumber ot women, children and others 
to be conveyed, this statement to be vised 
by the French Consul-General at San- 
tander. 


MEN OF MILITARY AGE 


He understood further that the refugees 
proceeding would be able to 
disembark at Bordeaux, and would be 
required to indicate their destination 
across the frontier, and facilities would 
be given to the British Consul at Bordeaux 
to proceed to board the Habana. Any 
men of military age found on board on 
arrival would be sent back, and not 
allowed to laid. 

His Majesty’s naval authorities were 
being requested to afford naval protection 
to the Habana to proceed from Santander 
to Bordeaux.

Government would issue the necessary 
instructions to their authorities in regard 
to measures to be taken on arrival of the 
vessel and the refugees. The possibility 
of the French Government. being prepared

tion. 

It is the view of the French and British 
Governments that non-intervention cannot 
be properly observed unless naval and land 
patrols are maintained. 


LITTLE HOPE 


There is little hope that Germany and 
Italy will agree to the Anglo-French pro- 
posal that the French and British Navies 
should supervise the whole of the coast of 
Spain. 

It will be seen, therefore, that to- 
morrow’s meeting‘ is vital to the future 
of the non-intervention scheme as a whole, 
and, indeed, to the attitude of Europe 
towards the civil war in Spain in general, 

Great Britain, it is understood, will not 
be willing to continue to take part in the 
non-intervention scheme unless there is an 
adequate system of control. 

It is understood also that Great Britain 
cannot agree to the suggestion which has 
been made that naval control should be 
abolished and that some measure of non- 
intervention in Spain should be combined 
with the granting of belligerent rights. 


FRENCH FRONTIER 


The British and French Governments 
are of the opinion that such a suggestion, 
if earriei into effect, would not be 
impartial. They believe that the French 
frontier would remain closed to the 
passage of arms—to the detriment of the 
Spanish Government, while the insurgents 
might gain some advantage from the use 
of belligerent rights at sea. 

In London last night it was suggested 
that the German and Italian Governments 
would be well advised to consider the ease 
with which arms could reach the Valencia 
Government across the French frontier if 
non-intervention was abandoned—a change 
which might well set off any advantage 
which the granting of belligerent rights 
would give to the insurgents at sea. 

There is just the possibility that a 
decision regarding the naval control may 


be delayed. 

At the last meeting of the Sub 
Committee the representatives present 
were asked to submit the scheme to their 
Governments. If the replies have not yet 
been received then it may be necessary to 


adjourn to-day’s meeting. 


BY LAND AND 
SEA

F URTHER delays were encoun- 

tered to-day in connection with 
the departure of the Empire fiying 
boat Caledonia from Southampton 
forthe Shannon air port. Yesterday 
it was announced that the Caledonia 
would probably arrive during this 
morning. During to-day, however, a 
radio message was received to say 
that the time of the departure had 
been fixed for 1.50 p.m. 


TO TAKE OFF TO-DAY 


Everything was in readiness here for her 
arrival, and all the officials were standing 
by in the afternoon, when a further radio 
message was received to say that it had 
ben decided to postpone the departure from 
Southampton until to-morrow morning. 
Later messages stated that the Caledonia 
will take off at 9 a.m., and arrive at Foynes 
at about noon. 

Officials at Foynes are unable to explain 
the delay, as the Caledonia’s crew will 
need all the time available between now 
and Monday evening, when she takes off 
for her trans-Aflantic flicht, for final co- 
operation tests with the local radio 
stations 


LEAVING ON MONDAY 


Six p.m. on Monday has been fixed for 
the Caledonia’s take-off for Port Botwood, 
Newfoundland, and she will be in con- 
tinuous communication with the Bally- 
gireen and Port Botwood radio stations 
right across the Atlantic. Special charts 
have been drawn up showing the wireless 
operators the times at which it will be 
necessary to change the wave-lengths for 
communication with the Caledonia and 
Sokorsky Clipper, which will leave Port 
Botwood for Foynes at the same time as 
the Caledonia leaves here. No fewer than 
five different wave-lengths will be used by 
the Ballygireen station officially, and the 
changes of wave-length will have to be 
made in order to compensate for the time 
of day or night and the distance the flying- 
boats are from shore. 

Somewhere about longitude 40, midway 
across the Atlantic, the Caledonia going 
westwards will pass into thy control of the 
Port Botwood radio stations, and the 
Sokorsky ('lipper flying eastwards to 
Foynes will be taken over by the Irish 
station. Weather reports and the position 
of ships on their courses will be trans- 


mitted to the flying-boats in addition to 
the routine code messages.

M. BONNET’S TASK

The Times observes to-day in a leading 
article :—Now that the Chautemps Govern 
ment have obtained from Parliament the 
full powers for which they asked, the 
Bourse. has been reopened and the 
moratorium on payments due in gold or 
foreign currency has been lifted. The 
franc, no longer tied to gold, is being 
allowed to find its own level, but the 
depreciation registered yesterday was not 
so great as might have been expected in 
the circumstances. There is, however. 
still a discount on forward francs showing 
that confidence has not yet been com- 
pletely regained. It is not until M. 
Bonnet has announced the measures by 
which he proposes to restore financial 
equilibrium that the holders of capital 
will be reassured as to the future of the 
franc, and then only if these measures are 
recognised as adequate. 

The fundamental cause of the trouble 
has been the failure of successive Govern- 
ments to tackle the budgetary problem 
either by reducing expenditure or by .in- 
creasing taxation. Accumulating deficits 
creating the impression that inflation 
could not long be avoided, made the 
owners of francs fear for the safety of 
their holdings, and gave speculators an 
opportunity which they were unable to 
resist. 

The urgent business of to-day, adds The 
Times, is to recover financial equilibrium, 
restore confidence and re-creato the con- 
ditions necessary for a revival of economic 
activity. Labour has secured very great 
improvements under the preceding Govern. 
ments, It can only make these improve- 
ments permanent by co-operating whole- 
heartedly im the effort to increase produc- 
tion, thus averting a rise in prices and in 
the cost of living, and by refraining from 
demands which cannot be granted at pre- 
sent without turther disorganising the 
financial system and delaying recovery. 
The pause which the Blum Government 
had already proclaimed is necessary, not 
only for economic and financial reasons, 
but also to allay the apprehensions. which 
have helped to drive French capital 
abroad. 

On the other side there is the same need 
for self restraint and for the longer view. 
The Government's efforts to revive busi- 
ness activity demand the co-operation of 
the employers as well as of the employed. 
Their endeavours to balance the Budget 
need to be seconded by a greater readiness 
on the part of the possessing classes to 
shoulder the necessary burdens. The frane 
will not be secure ‘until French investors 
make up their minds to show more con- 
fidence in the future of their own currency, 
preferring to run a little risk rather than 
to make recovery impossible by keepin. 
their money out of the country.

MR. COSGRAVE’S RETURN 
CERTAIN 


In Cork City there was a steady stream 
of voters to the different polling stations. 
In the Borough of Cork itself there are 
53,019 voters, who were asked to elect 
four members. Prior to the Re-Distribu- 
tion of Seats Act the city elected five 
members, but under the re-arrangement 
part of the suburbs was included in the 
new South-East Cork constituency. It so 
happened that among the citizens no 
longer registered as voters in the 
city elections is Alderman Sean French, 
the Lord Mayor of the city. He is now a 
voter in the South-East constituency, and 
recorded his vote there about midday. In 
the re-distribution scheme the total 
electorate was reduced by some fourteen 
thousand votes, and it is expected that 
about seventy per cent. of these will go to 
the poll. 

The members at the date of the Dail 
dissolution were Messrs. Cosgrave and 
Desmond (Fine Gael), Hugo Flinn and T. 
P. Dowdall (Fianna Fail), and Richard 
Anthony (Independent Labour). There 
is the keenest speculation as to how the 
new representation will turn out. In the 
most optimistic Fine Gael circles the view 
is held that Messrs. Cosgrave and Desmond 
will be re-elected, arid that Mr. Anthony 
will also be returned. .Fianna Fail’s 
supporters in turn hold that both Messrs. 
Flinn and Dowdall will be sent back to 
the Dail, with Mr. Cosgrave, and that the 
fourth place will see a keen struggle 
between Mr. Desmond and Mr. Anthony, 
with the odds on the latter. 


NON-PARTY MAN'S VIEW » 


Again there was the _ speculation 

advanced by one who belonged to neither 
big party, and who has had a long ex- 
perience of electioneering, that the polling 
would see Mr. Cosgrave at the head of the 
poll, followed by Mr. Dowdall and Mr. 
Anthony, and that the fourth seat would 
be neck-and-neck between Mr. Flinn and 
Mr. Desmond. However, it is all specula- 
tion. 
- Polling throughout the day had been 
steady, and without incident of any un- 
toward nature. Here and there in polling 
booths the presiding officers had some diffi- 
culty in explaining to the voters the 
object of the second ballot paper, on 
which the plebiscite is being taken on the 
new Constitution, but, generally speak- 
ing, the voters showed no difficulty in 
handling both papers. 


SUBURBAN AREAS 


In the South-East Cork constituency, 
which now embraces many of the suburban 
areas formerly in the old City of Cork, 
the total electorate is 41,668, who have to 
elect three members. There are five can- 
didates—namely: W. J. Broderick (re- 
tiring) and W. Brooke Brazier (new) 
(Fine Gael); Corry (retiring) and Leahy 
(Fianna Fail), and Jerry Hurley, 
national teacher (Labour). Here the 
view is that each of the three parties will 
return one man. Polling has been brisk, 
and it is expected that the percentage of 
votes polled will be high. 

Counting in all four Cork constituen- 


cies will take place in Cork City. The 


counting in the city constituency will 


hegin at 9 o’elock this morning in the 
Crawford Technical Institute, and, as the 
returning officer (Mr. D. M. J. O’Con- 
nell) has engaged a larger staff than in 
previous years, the result should be 
available some time early on Saturday 
night. The Dail voting papers will be 
handled first, and then will be laid aside 
until the votes on the Constitution have 
been checked. The counting of the 
North Cork votes ‘will begin also on 
Saturday morning in the offices of the 
Harbour Commissioners, and it is hoped 
fo finish them by Monday evening... The 
counting of the West Cork votes. will 
commence ‘in the Technical Institute on 
Monday -morning, finishing probably on 
Tuesday, while the counting of the South- 
East votes will be commenced in the 
Harbour.

THE SINGLE VOTE 


As its name implies, each elector has a 
singie vote. his bailot paper counts for one. 
Lhe tirst duty of the returning ofticer will be 
to ascertain now many first pretérenves have 
been recorded for each of the candidates. 
For, in the first instance, the vote ts assigned 
to the electors first choice. The returning 
officer will then declare elected every can- 
didate who bas obtained a ‘‘quota” of the 
votes, 

The guota is the smallest number of votes 
which makes sure the election of a candidate. 
How is this number ascertained? It is easy 
to see what the quota will be if only one per- 
son is to be elected, say, a President. ' The 
smallest number which makes his election sure is 
one more than half the votes, fifty-one out 
of a hundred. A candidate who obtains this 
number cannot possibly be beaten. In a 
two-member constituency, the quota is one 
more than one-third of the votes. Any. candi- 
date who obtains one more than one-third of 
the votes must be elected. If there are 100 
votes, only two candidates can poll as many 
as 34 each. Together they will have 68 
votes, leaving only 52 votes for all other 
competitors. Similarly, in a three-member 
constituency, the candidate who obtains one 
more than one-fourth (26 out of 100) is sure 
of election; in a four member constituency 
one more than a fifth is sufficient, and so on.

He was convinced that the obstacles were 
not insuperable, provided that the 
countries which were in difficulties were 
prepared to readjust their policies, both 
internal and external, in the ‘erection of 
| international co-operation, and that the 
more prosperous countries were prepared, 
as he was sure they would be, given such 
conditions, to extend a helping hand 
during the period of transition. 

After remarking that “ the preservation 
of our civilisation depends upon co-opera- 
tion among the nations,’ Sir Frederick 
said that one of the principles of national 
socialism to which they could all sub- 
scribe was that only by working together 
in harmony could a pgpple raise its 
standard of living. 

He went on: “ As the President of the 
Council, General Goering said in his open- 
ing address to the Congress, ‘Class war- 
fare has been replaced , the community 
of the people,’ but the me ee of this 
principle extends beyond the national 
frontiers.
